Curry, and that it would be die- 
courteous and unchristian to continue 
the discussion.“ =e This statement 
only made the. confusion worse con- 
founded. The audience continued to 
call for Curry from every part of the 
building. Their eries ‘drowned 
the voice of the President, who was 
unable to make himself heard in the 
midst of the disorder. Dr. CURRY 
protested against the terms, dis- 
courteous and unchristian conduct” 
applied to him, but expressed his 
willingnéss to abide the decision of 
the President. Here another uproar 
followed and the assembly of the 
Ministers of God became almost as 
excited aud as noisy as a disgraceful 
and riotous mob. ‘Terrific shouts for 
CURRY were mingled with thestamp- 
ing of feet and other demonstrations 
which would have done honor to the 
Tammany politicians. It was some 
time before order was partially. re- 
stored, whereupon a hymn was sung, 
and the Alliance adjourned. 
Christians everywhere will hang: 
their heads in shame as they peruse’ 
the accounts of these untimely, bois- 
terous and undignified proceedings.
